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Another CSNS convention is now history, and from all indications it was a 
success - in fact an historic success. This was the organization’s 75th anniver¬ 
sary event, which was commemorated with special items. 

Among them was a dedicated “Red Book,” of which 500 copies were made. 
They were given mostly to dignitaries, such as board members and exhibitors. 
One copy went to each tabled dealer, and some were left over for sale at $15 
each. All are gone. 

We had a history of CSNS in both soft and hard covers written by Education 
Director Ray Lockwood. There were also special encased coin sets dated 1939 — 
the year CSNS was founded. 

Ray’s wife, Fran Lockwood, was singled out for her years of service as exhibit 
chair. Fran built the CSNS exhibit area into what many consider the finest in 
numismatics. The plan is for Jack Huggins to succeed her at next year’s conven¬ 
tion. 

We could single out others for their work on behalf of Central States, but I 
probably would omit somebody by accident. I do want to cite General Chairman 
Kevin Foley and Bourse Chairman Patricia Foley for their fine efforts despite 
being sick with the flu for most of the event. 

Patricia replaced me a year ago as bourse chair and will succeed me next year 
as secretary. This is my swan song after 21 years on the job. 

The CSNS board has approved dues increases for the various membership 
categories, including $15 a year for regular members instead of $10. These go 
into effect next Jan. 1. 

Please, please, please let us know if you move. It costs CSNS money if the 
Postal Service has to notify us of address changes. We spend about $100 year 
for this service. We do publish names of “lost” members when we lack a current 
address. Thanks to Rich Hartzog, Bob Steinberg, Chris Sutter and Patricia Foley 
for help in finding some of these “lost” members. 

We’ll be looking for applications for scholarships to the 2015 ANA Summer 
Seminar. The application appears on Page 56. Keep in mind you are not eligible 
if you’ve received a scholarship from CSNS in the past. 

This could be your last issue of The Centinel if your dues are not paid. We’ll 
be purging nearly 200 such members June 1. 'S'

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Our 75th Anniversary Convention is now history. I hope that it provided all of 
you with as many memorable experiences as it did me. For the first time ever, 
we commissioned a special edition of the Red Book. All were distributed either 
by advance mail order sale or at the convention itself, and the only way to obtain 
one now is via the secondary market. Copies were being offered on eBay within 
a few days of the close of our event and selling for roughly 600 percent of the 
initial issue price of $15. 

I especially want to take an opportunity to thank the all too often unrecog¬ 
nized people who played substantive roles in the production of the convention, 
our CSNS employees. As general chairman and Bourse Chairman Patricia and 
I have our names on ads, press releases and similar communications about our 
convention, in a sense we are the face of the convention and have the highest 
public profiles. We are assisted, however, by a group of people who take time 
out from their daily lives to spend a week at our event site in various capacities 
to ensure the competent fulfillment of specific tasks under our joint management 
which are fundamental to the quality product that we all strive to deliver. I think 
it is important to mention each by name and let you know what they do. 

Our registration staff consists of Patti Finner, Marlene Highfill, Chelsea 
Highfill and Rhonda Burger. Especially if you are a booth holder, being able to 
promptly obtain your entry credentials, go to your booth, set up and begin your 
commercial activities with a minimum of delay are of particular importance. 
These four are the people who make that happen. 

In the back of the house, where the organization and staging for the deliv¬ 
ery and placement of cases and lights to the booths takes place, our properties 
chairman is Duane Foster, a retired U.S. Army officer. Duane keeps this seldom 
noticed, but vitally important part of the convention functioning in a well-orga¬ 
nized fashion. His deputy properties chairman, Kristy Jagiello, plays an equally 
vital role, making sure that missing keys are reproduced, overseeing the fulfill¬ 
ment end of Duane’s organizational responsibilities and just generally being his 
alter ego and backup. Also working in our properties area this year was Bruce 
Perdue, who also functions as our traffic manager at the rear entry dock, making 
sure that booth holders arriving there (and only booth holders) are admitted in 
an orderly manner. One of our security officers, Greg Oglesby, who also assists 
Bruce with his traffic manager duties, does double duty with Bruce putting out 
cases and lights. Also participating in the placement of cases and lights were 
Andrea Foley, Chelsea Highfill and Rhonda Burger.

They are 
both the creation of Bruce Perdue, who maintains and updates them as an impor¬ 
tant communications tool and source of information about CSNS in general and 
our convention in particular. The end product shows. The many hours of work 
he puts in are far less obvious. 

Andrea also served as a sort of utility player in our infield, filling multiple 
positions, being especially valuable in assisting Bourse Chairman Patricia in 
processing the seemingly endless parade of 2015 bourse applications that deal¬ 
ers turned in on Friday and Saturday in order to secure their booth locations for 
next year. Our bourse area has once again entered a growth mode since we first 
came to Schaumburg in 2012. Just short of 80 percent of our 2014 booth holders 
renewed and paid for their 2015 space in full prior to leaving the 2014 conven¬ 
tion. That is what I have come to refer to as “the checkbook survey,” determin¬ 
ing what people want based on their actual behavior rather than by having them 
check boxes on a form. 

Patricia was successful in achieving a sold-out bourse for 2014 by mid-Febru¬ 
ary, earlier than I can ever remember that happening since being associated with 
the CSNS Board in one capacity or another since 1980.1 know that she won’t be 
resting on her laurels, but will feel challenged to do even better for 2015. 

Andrea was also the one who visited each dealer booth to deliver your com¬ 
plimentary copy of our 75th Anniversary Red Book - and, to the annoyance of 
some, making you sign for your one (and only one) per booth copy. Our 500- 
copy edition, either by advance mail order sales or complimentary distribution to 
our booth holders at the convention, is now completely sold out. As I mentioned 
above, the secondary market initially seems to be in the $90-$95 range on eBay. 

After the cases were appropriately placed, our properties staff cleaned the 
glass of every one of them, 1,100+ - inside and out - so that our booth holders 
and educational exhibitors would not have their setup delayed by unsightly glass 
surfaces on their rental cases. 

Special mention is due to the Ernst family: Mitch, along with wife Kim and 
daughter Emily. In addition to manning our message center, Mitch stood avail¬ 
able to do virtually anything that was asked of him. Kim and Emily likewise 
functioned in a variety of capacities, primarily in the properties area, placing 
cases and lights on booths, cleaning cases and similar tasks - all functions 
that may seem quite prosaic, but if not attended to properly, can be a source of 
considerable annoyance to a dealer client who may have paid $ 1,000+ for the 
privilege of sitting behind an eight-foot table in a mildly uncomfortable chair for 
four days after spending another $1,500+ in expenses just to walk in the door. 

Outgoing Board member Greg Allen, at a time when most of his dealer 
colleagues were already on their way home to their families, stayed behind on 
Saturday afternoon and evening and assisted with the pickup and reorganization 
of cases, lights, clamps, wiring and similar items. Like the Ernst family, Greg 
served as a volunteer. Like them, he was a valued member of our overall

Tom Casper, a retired Milwaukee police detective and district attorney’s office 
investigator, once again served as our security chairman. I first met Tom as a 
member of the Milwaukee Numismatic Society in the late 1970s. He has worked 
in a security capacity with me since 1982, beginning with the old MidAmerica 
Coin Convention at the former MECCA Convention Center in Milwaukee, the 
first numismatic event I managed. 

Before and after the bourse opens, Tom is in our security room, giving his 
personal attention to the especially important task of ensuring the safety and 
security of the items stored there. During the operating hours of the conven¬ 
tion he focuses on coordinating the activities of our security staff provided by 
Advanced Security Solutions. Tom maintains a detailed file of people who have 
been known to prey on the attendees of our and other numismatic events and 
helps ensure that such individuals are not admitted. 

CSNS is especially noted for the quality of our educational exhibit area. Fran 
Lockwood has served in this capacity for each of the now 17 consecutive CSNS 
conventions that I have produced in my capacity as general chairman. Fran has 
done an exemplary job, been a pleasure to work with and now retires from her 
chairmanship, to be succeeded by Jack D. Huggins Jr. who has served as our 
chief judge for a considerable number of years. While I know that Fran has very 
much placed her personal mark on our exhibit area and truly established it as the 
standard for other numismatic conventions to emulate, I know that Jack will be 
opening a new era of continued excellence in that portion of our convention. 

Our education director, Ray Lockwood, has been responsible for assembling 
the roster of speakers and educational programs that have become a particular 
distinction for CSNS, especially over the past three years with the advent of our 
Civil War Educational Forum.

Fran Lockwood retires 
with a big hug for her ‘family’ 

For Fran Lockwood, retiring CSNS exhibit chairperson, it was always about 
the hugs. 

Fran presided for 17 years over one of the nation’s largest exhibit areas, one 
that was noted for astounding rarities, outstanding scholarship and gorgeous 
displays. 

It was also noted for Fran’s personal warmth and welcoming manner. Win¬ 
ners, losers, passersby all got hugs from Fran and maybe a piece of candy from 
the supply she kept at the exhibit desk. 

The best part, she said, was personal friendships. “It’s kind of like a family. 
They support one another.” 

Fran said she started working with exhibits in the mid-1980s when her 
husband, CSNS Education Director Ray Lockwood, became an Indiana State 
Numismatic Association governor. “I told him I couldn’t go to the shows and 
not have anything to do,” she said. 

In the 1990s, she became Central States’ exhibit chair. The job has grown 
since then. The first year, she said, the exhibit area had fewer than 150 cases. 
This year it approached 350. 
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Awards, hugs and a few tears 


She fought back tears as veteran 
exhibitor Mack Martin presented her 
with a plaque signed by 77 judges and 
exhibitors in appreciation “for all her 
dedication and support to make the 
exhibit area of Central States, not only 
the best but the largest in the nation.” 

“Also,” the plaque read, “most im¬ 
portant, was all the hugs passed out to 
each one of us over the years.”

After 29 years at ISNA, FUN and CSNS, she said, “Its time for someone else 
to pick up some of the responsibility.” 

She noted, “I will be around, and I will see those good folks. They will always 
be part of my family.” 

Central States Gov. Jack D. Huggins, Jr., who is succeeding Fran as CSNS 
exhibit chairman, said, “No matter what I do next year or for years after that, it 
will never top what Fran accomplished.”

Dog walk nets couple 
$10 million treasure 

“John and Mary” 
walked their dog along 
the same route in Califor¬ 
nia gold country for a de¬ 
cade, never noticing the 
twin stone cairns at the 
top of a hill that signaled 
the location of a 120-year 
old buried treasure. 

Then, in February 
2013, “Mary” spotted a 
rusting can sticking out of 
the hillside. “John” pryed 
it free with a stick and 
twisted the lid open, re¬ 
vealing a $20 gold piece 
sitting on a bed of gravel 
and dirt. Dozens of gold 
coins were packed inside; 
nearly 1,500 were buried 
nearby. 

Only later did “John 
and Mary” notice the two 
piles of stones nearby that had marked the spot since at least 1894, when the last 
coins were added to what has become known as the Saddle Ridge Hoard. 

David J. McCarthy, senior numismatist and researcher at Kagin’s Inc., told 
83 people attending the Chicago Coin Club meeting during the Central States 
convention about how the coins - valued at more than $ 10 million - were 
discovered in the dirt at an undisclosed location not far from where gold was 
discovered in 1848, setting off the California Gold Rush. 

John and Mary (the couple prefers to remain anonymous) spent that first day 
pulling coins out of the rusted can and cleaning them. After 25, they stopped 
cleaning the coins and began to ponder what to do next. 

McCarthy said, the couple returned to the site and found the remains of an¬ 
other can about 18 inches to the left of the first one. A week later, they returned 
with a metal detector and eventually recovered eight cans filled with 1,427 gold

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coins, mostly double eagles, dating from 1847 to 1894. 

McCarty said the coins were buried over the course of 15 to 20 years. The 
coins in the cans were often grouped together. One can held just 1881, 1882 and 
1883 double eagles, he said. He said the original owner was “basically using the 
ground as a bank. They’d have a good year and they’d put a can in the ground.” 

He said the couple has not been able to determine who the original owner was. 
The burial spot is remote and near where several property lines meet. 

In late March or early April the couple contacted Kagin’s and arranged to 
bring in a box of coins. The first coin out, McCarthy said, was a dirty but bril- 
lian uncirculated 1890-S double eagle. He said, “This is the moment that ever 
numismatist has dreamed of.” 

Kagin’s cleaned the coins and had them graded by PCGS. The coins all have 
a special gold Saddle Ridge label on the slab. Don Kagin Jr. said the coins are 
being sold at fixed prices. “We know there is more intense interest than there are 
coins.” 

After news of the find was announced this spring, Kagin said, “I understand 
the major sellers of metal detectors were sold out the following week.” 

McCarthy said, “In gold country in California there could be thousands of 
these.”

Club representatives attending the Central States Club 
Representatives Breakfast and Workshop at the 75th 
Anniversary Convention added to their collections when 
they sat down. 

At each place was an aluminum 50-year-old medal cel¬ 
ebrating the 25th anniversary of the long-gone Penn-Ohio 
Coin Club. Alan Segedy of the North Coast (Ohio) Coin 
Club said he bought a hoard of 400 on eBay for $40 and 
thought they’d make a neat table favor. 

Like Central States, he said, Penn-Ohio was founded in 
1939. 

The 1-inch diameter medals show Pen-Ohio’s seal on 
the obverse and the logo for Federal Enterprises on the 
reverse. Federal was a big-time Cleveland, Ohio, coin 
dealer in the 1960s. 

At the breakfast, which was attended by nearly 72 rep¬ 
resentatives from 38 Central States member clubs, Bob 
Fritsch of the Nashua (NH) Coin Club displayed a tri-fold 
brochure advertising his coin club. He said the local city 
government printed 500 for him for $20. Some cities, he said, provide free or 
low-cost copying for community organizations. 

CSNS Gov. Mitch Ernst, representing the Omaha Coin Club urged local clubs 
to “pound the pavement” in the search for 
new members - appear in parades, speak 
at private clubs and take out booths at 
county fairs. In parades, he said, he throws 
coins instead of candy to the crowds. “Ac¬ 
tually pennies are cheaper than candy,” he 
said. 

CSNS Gov. and Cincinnati Numismatic 
Association President David Heinrich said 
his club sells Red Books with personal¬ 
ized bookplates to raise money. 

Bill Birk of Oak Forest Numismatic 
Society said he uses Red Books purchased 
with the help of a Central States library 
book grant when giving talks in local 
schools ISI B°b Fritsch holds a brochure.

CSNS helps fund fight against 
sales taxes on coins and bullion 

“States are looking for a lot of money and we’re a target,” Kathy McFadden, 
executive director of the Industry Council for Tangible Assets (ICTA), told collec¬ 
tors and dealers attending the Central States convention. 

She said, ICTA, which has been lobbying on behalf of the rare coins / precious 
metals industry since 1983, has a new tool in its 
battle against sales taxes and burdensome regulation 
- State Net, a part of the LexisNexis legal database. 

State Net, monitors legislative and regulatory 
activity in all 50 states and the federal government. 

Working from ICTA-supplied key words such as 
bullion, sales tax and pawn, State Net has sent more 
than 700 email alerts to McFadden since Jan. 1. She 
said 300 of the alerts concerned events that could 
potentially affect the industry - 32 of them in the 
13-state Central States region. 

“It takes up a lot of our staff time, but it’s critical. 

We want to make sure we’re on top of that bill im¬ 
mediately,” McFadden said. She said, Mike Fuljenz, 
president of Universal Coin & Bullion, views State 
Net as so valuable that he sponsored State Net’s first year. 

Shortly after McFadden gave her presentation April 23, the CSNS Board voted 
to donate $2,342 - $1 for each member - to ICTA in addition to ICTA’s $300-a- 
year dues. 

Gov. Mitch Ernst of Nebraska said, “It (ICTA) is invaluable to our members 
and our Society,” 

McFadden said 2014 is a “building year.” ICTA has state-level volunteers in 
place in 13 states and is trying to create a team of volunteers spanning the nation. 

Volunteers receive State Net alerts and ICTA guidance in navigating state legis¬ 
latures and bureaucracy. “We coach you on what to say,” McFadden said. 

She said 19 states currently collect sales tax on coins and bullion. Last year 
Texas and Louisiana exempted coins and bullion from state sales taxes and Min¬ 
nesota is close, she said. 

Deb Evans-Olson of Lincoln Coin & Bullion took point in obtaining a sales-tax 
exemption for coins and bullion in Nebraska this year. “This is our pride and joy 
this year; Nebraska got its sales-tax exemption,” McFadden said. 

Ernst told McFadden, “Without your proctoring, it would not have been pos¬ 
sible. ICTA was able to do that for us. Thank you.” IH^ 1

They say the third time is the charm, and for me it certainly was. I was privi¬ 
leged to be at the Hot Springs and Vicksburg ceremonies for the America the 
Beautiful quarter releases, and in January I attended my third ceremony - one in 
my home state of Tennessee. This quarter honors the Great Smoky Mountains 

National Park, the most visited 
of the National Parks. 

I love snow, and the Smok¬ 
ies in winter are beautiful. My 
friend Marilyn from Atlanta, 
who has worked for me at 
several coin shows in the last 
year, went with me. I thought 
she would enjoy seeing one of 
the quarter ceremonies. After 
the quarter ceremony they have 
a quarter exchange, and you 
can buy up to $100 per person 
in new quarters. I must admit I 
wanted an extra person to get 
an additional $100 in quarters. 

So did everyone else, as I saw 
people bringing small children 
to get $100 in quarters for each 
child. 

I drove to Atlanta, and Mari¬ 
lyn drove to Gatlinburg, where 
the quarter ceremony was held 
at the Mills Auditorium of the 
Gatlinburg Convention Center. 

We left Atlanta about 9 a.m. 
amid all kinds of horror re¬ 
ports about the weather. They 
were right. 

It started snowing about 10:15. It was coming down hard and blowing across 
the road, and we were still in Georgia. I really wondered how much farther we 
would get. It was bumper to bumper to the Tennessee state line. It did not look 
like ice on the road, but when Marilyn had to brake we began to skid. She did

We found it, and 
right next to it was the Bubba Gump 
Shrimp Co. We decided that was a good 
place for supper since neither of us had 
eaten at one and it was open!! The 
crab-stuffed shrimp was delicious, and 
we were seated by the window watching 
the snow come down. 

Jan. 29, the day of the ceremony: It is 
a cold morning ,and the car is covered 
with snow and has to be cleaned before 
we leave for the ceremony. As we check out of our hotel, I comment about the 
snow and the desk clerk informs me this is the biggest snow Gatlinburg has had 
in five years. 

The ceremony starts at 10 a.m., and I want to arrive an hour early to make 
sure we get a good seat. We stop at Pancake Pantry for a quick breakfast and 
chat with some people from Chattanooga also here for the ceremony. When 
we arrive at the convention center, there is no place to park. All the parking lots 
are buried in snow! We are told the ceremony has been delayed till 11 a.m. We 
drive around looking for parking, and all the lots are snow covered. About a

There are two stone fireplaces in 
the lobby, and each has a roaring 
fire. There are about a dozen people 
sitting around chatting about the cer¬ 
emony. I am called the old veteran 
because this is my third ceremony. I 
put out fliers for the Tennessee State 

Numismatic Society spring show on the tables around the fire. I see several 
people pick one up.

dozen or so cars are also looking for 
parking, and we stop and chat with 
several people. 

We are then informed by a park 
ranger that the ceremony has now 
been postponed till 11:30. I ask if 
that is to allow dignitaries or people 
to arrive. He says it is so more 
people can get to the ceremony. We 
finally see people parking on the 
street in front of the convention cen¬ 
ter and decide to follow their lead. 
We get out and race inside before 
someone tells us we can’t park there! 
If we get a ticket it will be better 
than walking a mile in the snow! 


The room for the ceremony is spacious, but the trappings for the ceremony are 
rather bland. At 10:45, there are about 30 people. Music is provided by Booger- 
town Gap - four people playing a guitar, banjo, fiddle and a washboard type of 
instrument. They play and sing as people enter the room. Many take pictures in 
front of the stage. 

The room is filling up. As time for the ceremony approaches, all the speakers 
and special guests disappear into the hall for probably last-minute instructions. 

A chair is added to the stage for a speaker who has apparently arrived. A local 
news crew sets up. As the ceremony starts there are about 125 people in the 
room. 


Jay Adams, a local radio host, is the master of ceremonies. He apologizes that 
the school children and Scouts who were to do the color presentation and Pledge 
of Allegiance could not get to the ceremony. He asks us to rise and face the 
flag for the pledge. He then introduces some dignitaries including the mayor of 
Sevier County, city manager of Gatlinburg, the current and past directors of the 
park and the CEO of Citizens National Bank, which is doing the quarter ex¬ 
change. A representative of Gov. Bill Haslam read a proclamation. 

Kent Cave, a park ranger, explained that there are 100 historical structures of 
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Southern Appalachian 
Mountain Architecture in 
the park. A slide presen¬ 
tation of them has been 
playing to the right of the 
stage. 

The ceremonial quarter 
pour was to be in an old 
wooden dough bowl. 

Dough bowls were used 
in the mountains to mix 
and store dough. They 
are usually carved from 
a single piece of buckeye 
because it does not crack. 

We were also reminded of the sacrifices of the people that lived on the land that 
is now the Great Smoky Mountains National Park. 

Another ranger (whose name I missed) told us about coins in the Smoky 
Mountains. He spoke of the log companies in the 1920s and how they paid in 
tokens called scrip that had to be used in the company store. He then said there 
would be an additional program about Smoky Mountain money at the park visi¬ 
tor center. 

David Croft, U.S. Mint associate director of manufacturing, talked about the 
elements of the quarter design. There is a log cabin, split rail fence, lush forest 
and a hawk in the sky. He said the Mint worked with the park to choose ele¬ 
ments of the cultural heritage of the area. 

A plaque of the first struck quarters was presented to Pedro Ramos, acting 
park superintendent. And then Ramos and Croft did the symbolic quarter pour 
- a bag of D Mint and a bag of P Mint coins. Each poured a bag into the dough 
bowl. 

Kids were asked to come up to the front. Each received a free Smoky Moun¬ 
tain quarter. It was announced that two places had been set up in the lobby for 
the quarter exchange and that each person could buy up to $100 in quarters. We 
were all off to get our quarters. 

The tellers had 10 rolls in cute little bags ready to give people. A unique idea. 
Marilyn and I each got 10 rolls. She took some to the car, and I got in line at the 
second place to get more. We left with a total of 60 rolls. Many left with $500 
boxes due to the fact that few people made it to the ceremony. 

We left and headed out, back to Knoxville. We stopped at some antique malls 
on the way and had lunch at a cute Mexican restaurant. Due to the weather, and 
the traffic gridlock in Atlanta, we spent the night in Knoxville and went to one of 
my favorite restaurants, Puleo’s, for dinner.

The drive back to Atlanta went well 
until Acworth, GA, when the GPS 
(fondly named Bertha) kept saying 
“severe traffic ahead,” but we saw 
none. About 20 minutes later we saw 
the wall-to-wall traffic. We never quite 
figured out what caused it, but in about 
five miles we started moving normally. 

Sad to say, I did not expect a lot 
from the ceremony as I had been to 
the Tennessee State Quarter Ceremony 
in Nashville in 2002. Tennessee does 


not seem to know how to do things with a flair. They could really takes some 
lessons from the Vicksburg and Hot Springs ceremonies. Both were a lot more 
impressive and flashy. 

However the weather will put the release of the Smoky Mountain quarter 
down as a very memorable event, one I was both fortunate and thankful to have 
made it to. G

Medal marks sesquicentennial 
of 6 In God We Trust 5 on coins

This year marks the 150th anniversary of the national motto’s 
first appearance on U.S. coinage: the 1864 2-cent piece. 

Tom Uram, a Pennsylvania numismatist has been 
displaying his award-winning exhibit “The His¬ 
torically Significant Two Cent Piece 1864- 
1872” for close to six years at national and 
regional coin shows, including the ANA 
World’s Fair of Money, CSNS conven¬ 
tion, FUN show and the Pennsylvania As¬ 
sociation of Numismatists (PAN) semi-an¬ 
nual coin conventions. Last year, knowing 
the historic anniversary was approaching 
Tom began talking about designing a medal 
to celebrate the event. 



No stranger to medal creation and manufacture, 
Uram had worked with fellow PAN members 
Ben Costello and Rich Jewell to redesign 
the PAN membership medal, followed by 
a 50th anniversary medal for the George 
Washington Numismatic Association, with 
club member Tom Gnagey assisting. Uram 
also designed the 50th anniversary medal 
for the Pennsylvania Trolley Museum, as 
well as the 100th anniversary medal for St. 

John the Baptist Byzantine Catholic Church 
in Lyndora, PA. 


In God We Trust medal 


Uram knew basically how he wanted 
the medal to look. He decided to place 
the three main characters pivotal in establishing our nation’s motto on the 
obverse. The conjoined portraits of the three - the Rev. Mark R. Watkinson of 
Ridleyville, PA.( now Prospect Park); Treasury Secretary Salmon P. Chase; and 
James Pollock, two-time director of the U.S. Mint and 13th governor of Penn¬ 
sylvania. The base of the obverse would have a superimposed keystone within 
which appears the anniversary dates 1864 and 2014. Pennsylvania is known as 
the Keystone State. 
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Wanting to cover all legal

States legal counsel Steve Bieda at the CSNS show . Uram even contacted the 

U.S. Mint for the approval 

to use the wording TWO CENTS on his medal. Once he received this accep¬ 
tance he continued on with his design concepts. The obverse is based on design 
elements and preliminary sketches from Tom Uram and Gibsonia, PA. graphic 
artist Pam Forcht. 


Inscribed around the top 
rim is: HONORING 150 
YEARS OF OUR NA¬ 
TION’S MOTTO, with IN 
GOD WE TRUST along the 
bottom border. 

On the reverse is an eagle 
atop a U.S. shield, with 
TWO CENTS on a rib¬ 
bon spanning two laurel 
branches. UNITED STATES 
OF AMERICA is inscribed 
around the top border. 


Now that Uram had the basic outline of his medal he took it to U.S. Mint en¬ 
graver/sculptor Don Everhart II for engraving. He also asked Everhart to design 
the reverse of the medal with suggestions from himself and Pam Forcht. So the 
reverse design reflects the ideas of all three. 

Everhart told Uram that he would work on his project on weekends and it 


The evolution of the national motto 



In a Nov. 13, 1861, letter the Rev. Mark R. Watkin- 
son proposed to Treasury Secretary Salmon P. Chase 
a “recognition of the Almighty God in some form in 
our coins,” and suggested the motto, God, Liberty, 
Law. 


In a Nov. 20 letter, Chase directed Mint Direc¬ 
tor James Pollock to “cause a device to be prepared 
without unnecessary delay with a motto expressing in 
the fewest and tersest words possible this national recognition.” 


On Dec. 26, 1861, Pollock reported he had struck patterns with the motto God 
Our Trust. That morphed into In God We Trust. The motto made its first ap¬ 
pearance on circulating coins with the 1864 2-cent piece. It was added to paper 
money in 1957. 
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should take him at least a couple of months to 
complete. This fit right into Uram’s plans. He 
wanted everything ready to go by April 22 - the 
150th anniversary of the day Congress authorized 
coinage of the 2-cent piece in 1864. 

Everhart called Uram and told him he had 
completed the plasters a little early and they’d 
be available in February for his viewing. Uram 
approved the plasters and even took them to 
Washington, D.C., to have Everhart sign the plasters 
at the next CCAC meeting they both attended. The 
Northwest Territorial Mint is striking the 1.75-inch medal in three compositions: 
brass with a bronze finish, copper and a 2 ounce .silver version with 24-karat, 
gold-leaf accents. 

The bronze-finish and copper medals are offered at $19.95 each, plus $4.95 
shipping and handling. The silver medal has a beginning price of $149.95, plus 
$4.95 for shipping and handling. The price of the silver medal will fluctuate 
based on the spot price of the precious metal. A mintage of 500 pieces has been 
established for the brass and copper pieces and an initial 25 pieces for the silver. 
None of the first medals are numbered. Upon demand, the second series of silver 
medals will be edge marked starting with No. 26.

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With the 2014 edition of Collecting Confederate Paper Money, Field Edition 
numismatic researcher Pierre Fricke adds nearly 125 pages of new information 
to his 2008 reference, including updated pricing, market commentary and an 
improved grading section. 

The 576-page hardcover book revisits familiar territory, but has added values 
for PMG and PCGS slabbed pieces as well as Trans-Mississippi reissued notes. 

In a chapter titled “The Market in 
2003-2013,” Fricke takes you through 
the ups and downs of the market dur¬ 
ing these years. He said he sold his 
CSA type collection in 2004 and that 
the market was weak in 2005. When 
his book Collecting Confederate 
Paper Money Comprehensive Edition 
was released in 2005 it changed the 
market. His market analysis comes 
from coin shows, auctions, price lists 
and interaction with other collectors 
and dealers. 

Stephen Goldsmith’s contribution 
to the book, a chapter called ‘Story 
of Collecting Confederate Paper 
Money,” covers several ways of col¬ 
lecting, such as a type set of the 70 
officially-issued major types. 

He feels that before you buy your 
first note you should have certain 
references, and he covers them. He also thinks you should consider your goals, 
join paper money organizations and most importantly learn about modern fakes 
and bogus notes and others. 

Goldsmith mentions the few possible types that are unknown but says there 
have been no new type discoveries in decades. 

Fricke says literally thousands of minor differences can be found on CSA 
money, but they are beyond the scope of this work. The author summarizes “ma- 
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jor new varieties” such as the Wookey Hole Mill and Whatman watermarks, 
and inverted-back discoveries. 

The book includes nine figures showing what the CSA paper money wa¬ 
termarks look like when held up to a light and histories of the companies that 
printed the bills. 

He discusses how counterfeit notes were produced as souvenirs or to be 
placed in circulation as the real thing to disrupt CSA finances. The types of 
dangerous counterfeits are listed along with their creators. 

After the war, many merchants printed advertising on the back of uniface 
notes. The author says that around 1900, facsimiles of Confederate paper 
money with advertising began to appear and are readily discernible from real 
Confederate paper money. 

“Trans-Mississippi Re-Issues” is a well-done section that gives you all the 
available information on them, including pricing. Several large illustrations will 
also help you to determine if any of your notes have the reissued stamp. 

The catalog section contains the 70 different regular-issue types along with 
two mysterious “fantasy” notes and is the “nuts and bolts” of this reference. It 
contains a comprehensive list of Confederate currency. For all 72 types you will 
find authorization dates, excellent illustrations, known serial numbers, collector 
and market prices, rarities, dates, grades, tips, survival rates, and grading service 
prices (from VG to Unc). 

An appendix on Confederate bonds updates Dr. Douglas Ball’s 1998 work on 
the subject with current values in conditions from good and very good to extra 
fine. 

Another appendix also cross references the late Grover Criswell’s type num¬ 
bering system with Fricke’s newer system. 

After 35 years as a collector and dealer Fricke is considered an expert in the 
field of Confederate paper money. He also has collected in other fields including 
Fugio cents by Newman number, 1796 cents by Sheldon variety, Civil War-era 
U.S. large type notes and others.

CODE of ETHICS for the Central States Numismatic Society 

(Adopted by the CSNS Board of Governors, October 6, 2007) 


Membership in the Central States Numismatic 
Society is a privilege extended to persons and 
organizations worthy thereof and is not a matter of 
right. Such membership can be maintained unless 
the Board of Governors determines that the conduct 
of a member has been such that, in the best interests 
of the Society, his/her membership should be termi¬ 
nated. 

For the guidance and instruction of its members, 
this Code of Ethics is duly adopted by the Board of 
Governors under the authority vested in it by the 
Constitution & By-Laws of the Society. 

As members of the Central States Numismatic 
Society, we agree to comply with the following 
standards of conduct: 

1. To support and be governed by the 
Constitution and By-Laws of the Society, and by 
such rules, policies and regulations that may be in 
force from time to time. 

2. To practice conduct so as to bring no reproach 
or discredit to the Society, or impair the prestige of 
its membership. 

3. To base all dealings on the highest plane of 
justice, fairness and morality, and to refrain from 
making false statements as to the condition of a 
numismatic item or as to any other related matter. 

4. To neither buy or sell numismatic items of 
which the ownership is questionable. 

5. To conform to the accepted standards of digni¬ 
fied advertising. 


6. To take immediate steps to correct any error 
taken in any transaction. 

7. To never sell, produce or advertise a counter¬ 
feit, copy, restrike or reproduction of any numismat¬ 
ic item that is not clearly indicated by the word 
“counterfeit,” “copy,” “restrike,” or “reproduction” 
incused in the metal or printed on the paper thereof 
with the exception of items generally accepted by 
numismatists and not in any way represented as 
genuine. 

8. To represent numismatic items to be genuine 
only when, to the best of knowledge and belief, they 
are authentic. 

9. To never intentionally misrepresent the grade, 
condition, provenance or other material fact of 
numismatic items. 

10. To fulfill all contracts, either oral or written, 
to make prompt payments upon delivery and to 
return any numismatic items that are not satisfacto¬ 
ry. 

11. To give aid to members in their quest for 
numismatic knowledge. 

12. To abide by all local, state and federal laws 
relating to numismatic matters and items and, when 
applicable, to assist in the prosecution of violators 
of said laws. 

13. To put the welfare of the Central States 
Numismatic Society above any personal gain. 

A breach of this Code of Ethics shall be cause for 
action by the Board of Governors.
